- The Chincha 
Teland averages 16 ‘per cont. The drying 
is perhaps one of-the mogt expeusive parts 
of procuring the guano. -To -supply these 
men ov Baker's, for therd is neither food or 
Sresh.water on the island, the brig Kame 
hameha.

ship arrived at Baker’s about the middle of 
January, but waa not able to gat her cargo 
on board and leave until April 23d. .. Of 
these three months detention—sixty days 
were ‘spent in laying off and on, and thirty 
days only loading. . - 

The Wilhelm, Hattié @. Hall'and: Jennie 
Prince, which arrived from “March 20th’ to 
April 28th, shet with no deteution from wea- 
ther, but vompleted their cargoes in turn, a8 
fast as the facilities for loading’ perinitted. 

The report shows that 4,600 tons of 
guano were shipped from the island from 
April 23d to May 28th. - The Loch-na-Gart 
took 1,910 tons; the Wilhelm.480°tons, 
put’ on beard in six days; the Hattie @: 
Hall, 760 ts in seven- days, and ‘the 
Jennie Prince, 1500 tons in ‘eleven days. 
The dispatch used iu getting these’ cargoes 
on board, speaks well for the energy and 
system of those in charge of the island. *

THE CBINESE IN VICTORIA. 
The following account is‘ of-a Chiueso 
meeting at Dunolly as it is reported by the 
Dunolly Express :— On ‘Tuesday -morning 
last, in consequence of a dissatisfaction 
among the chillren ofthe flowery Land 
in respect tg certain moneys which had 
been subscribed by them for. the ‘purpose 
of oxhuming the bodies of their friouds who 
had died and been buried here, .and of 
sending them. back’ to-China, a.weeting 
was proposed to be held at the Pound 
Rusb, to talk over tlie matter, aud express 
their opinion of Sing Kum Le, who had 
beou appointed. to munaye the fund, ‘and 
also to audit his acconzite ; or something of 
that sort... Feeling was very high upou this 
affair, ‘and ‘expressions. and threats were 
used, which caused the police to be'on-the 
alert ; and, to the-surprise of the angry 
Celestials, Sargeant- Webb, with a posse co- 
mitatus, was ou.the scone before the formal 
mesting caine off, and by a few judicious 
remarks; whicl acted pretty: powerfully on 
the fears of the excited multitude, he in- 
duced ‘them to disperse, © Thore is every 
reayon to believe that blood. would have 
been shed, ds knives had been’ brandished 
and deep oaths sworn (in Chinese of-course) 
that some parties would came to grief if the 
accounts were nut properly explained. It 
appears that a Chinamau had been gent up 
frdém town by Sing Kum Le to. explain the 
accouuta, but, beingtafraid of his’ excited 
countrymen, he thought it. best to skeddd- 
dle back ‘to Melbourne; arid no explana- 
tion was. made,” . ; * : 
Regarding this affair the following expla- 
nation was given by a Chinese‘named Haip 
Fook Tong :—‘*About- ten years ago the 
sum of £1927 4s was collected-nmongat the 
Chinese. tesidents in. Victoria,~ and waa 
placed in the hands. of Wong Choug Yeug, 
generally known as Sing Kui Le, who 
agreed to invest the monoy to tlie best ad- 
vatitage in buying cargo, :&c., andto deduct 
10 per cent, for his trouble, for four years. 
A further sum of £934 was“also placed in 
his hands, being a subscription of £1 from 
934 Ohinese who had sade money: in Vio- 
toris, and were returning-to China, This 
sum of £2361 4s, and the interest or -profit: 
accumulating from it, was to be devoted to 
the purpose of sending hame to China- the 
remains oftheir deceased friends, alsv ~to 
psy the passnye-money of old and infirm 
men who were desituts of returning to Ohi- 
na, At the expiration of four years Sing 
Kum Le refused to acoount for the money, 
s‘atiug he had sustained severe’ losses on 
- various cargoes of goods, Abouta year ago, 
aftet repeated applicatious, Sing Kum Le 
agreed to meet those deputed from different 
districts at Saudhurat, and ‘sroulil then give 
an accotint of.the money. “When there lie

Sing Kum Le was a poor tian when this 
money rae entrusted to him, and now is a 
large Melbourne merchant, owningsixatores 
in’ Victoria’and three stores.in Sydney, and 
considerable : property in’ China. Our in- 
tention is now to send a deputation to China 
to have bim tried for fraud, . before the 
tribunal set apart for that purpose.” ©
